In the August issue 
of the Bar Hill News 
you were given good 
practice advice for us- 
ing cashpoint ma- 
chines. Recently an offender has been 
taping a false slot into cashpoint ma- 
chines. Therefore when a customer in- 
serts his/her card into the machine it is 
unable to read the pin number. The of- 
fender, who will be standing nearby, 
encourages the customer to keep try- 
ing. When the customer finally gives up 
and goes into the bank/supermarket etc. 
the offender very quickly removes the 
false slot and. having observed the pin 
number, has access to the customers 
account. 

So, may I remind you to be extremely 
careful when using cashpoint machines 
and:- 


‘ Make sure the slot is empty. You 
can do this by running a finger across 
the opening to the slot. 

‘ Stand close to the machine to make 
it difficult for anyone to observe as you 
enter your PIN number. 

-Ifsomeone you do not know offers 
you assistance, do not under any cir- 
cumstances accept, 

‘If the machine retains your card, 
report it immediately to the bank and/ 
or the credit card company. 

Please be on the look out 

If you see a previously unknown ve- 
hicle, parked near your home for more 
than a day or so, please check with your 
neighbours to see ifanyone knows who 
owns this vehicle. Ifno one is aware of 
ownership please ring the Police imme- 
diately on 01223 358966. Recently 
such a vehicle, in this case an 


unrecognised car, was parked in the 
street where | live. Fortunately one of 
my neighbours was very much on the 
ball and remembered the last time an 
unknown vehicle (a van) had been ob- 
served, but not reported, a house was 
burgled and, coincidentally, the vehicle 
disappeared. Therefore as my 
neighbour was unable to find anyone 
who knew of this particular car, he tele- 
phoned the police, who were able to 
confirm that this was in fact a stolen car, 
and very quickly arranged to have it re- 
moved to check for forensic evidence. 
If you do call the police to report any- 
thing at all, please ask them to give you 
the ‘incident number’. I would also very 
much appreciate you letting me know 
this incident number so that I can easily 
follow the matter up, should it be nec- 

essary to do so.

A Walk (Not far away) 

The sign said “Nature Reserve’ (so 
at least I wasn’t lost). 

The village is Fen Drayton, which 
happens to have a rather superb Na- 
ture Reserve that can be reached from 
either Fen Drayton or Swavesey. 

There are several car parks, but the 
place is a haven for walkers, cyclists, 
horses etc. The reserve is situated 
around a series of lakes that in Summer 
and Winter hold a large number of wa- 
terfowl. 

For those of us with dogs (like Poppy 
and me) there is a fenced area where 
we can let our dogs off the lead for them 
to run and do whatever else they want 
to do. 

The Reserve has only been estab- 
lished for a few years but the young 
trees are growing well. They have been 
planted in such abundance that they 
form an efficient windbreak for the wa- 
terfowl. Several ‘hides’ are situated 
around the reserve for the birdwatchers. 

You can just do the Reserve, if you 
wish, or take a bit longer to wander 
around the other lakes or walk along 
the river Gt. Ouse - opposite Holywell 


and Needingworth. If you want peace 
take the river walk and marvel at the 
Damsel and Dragon flies that inhabit the 
bankside vegetation. Listen too, and 
look for the plethora of small birds that 
nest in the area. There scems nothing 
as calming as being near water. 

You can wander for a mile or miles, 
however your fancy takes you. You are 
surrounded by beauty on all sides. 
Hedgerows and bushes left and right, 
above you the sky, which is always 
worth a look at to see the occasional 
Buzzard, Sparrowhawk or Kestrel, and 9% 
below you the earth, even the black 
slugs are beautiful creatures and loads 
of different snails are to be found here, 
especially the banded species. 

The views are superb and it’s a place 
to relax and think about things or just 
drink in your surroundings. Beauty is 
everywhere. Poppy and I go there at 
least once a week; Summer or Winter. 
It never ceases to amaze me; nature in 
all its glory.
